Lines, Ajmer very soon. The Darul Uloom Moinia Usmania 
is reactivated and boarding & lodging management of out 
Slates students are also arranged. 

13, Dargah Development Project : As decided by the Com¬ 
mittee, Director, School of Planning & Architecture, New 
Delhi was requested to be consultant for renovation and 
beautification of Dargah Sharif and development of it* other 
pioperties. It was accepted by the School of Planning & 
Arch'tecture and a team of senior professors visited Ajmer 
on 17-18 February, 1994, to get the first hand knowledge, and 
forwarded its proposals for preparation of a detailed Project 
report for Renovation and Beautification of Dargah Khwaja 
Saheb, Ajmer on 17-3-94 to us. 

14, Meeting of Dargah Committee : Dargah Committee held 
4 sittings during the year under report. Two meetings could 
not he held due to want of quorum. The directions given by 
the Dargah Committee from time to time proved very help¬ 
ful. 

15, General : During the year under report, the Dargah 
Committee Staff worked well and hard and provided all pos¬ 
sible assistance to the visitors and pilgrims.

Amlit Report :»> Uargah Klrwuja Saheb, Ajmer for the 
year 1992-93 

1. Introduction 

1.1 For proper administration of Dargah and endowment 
of the Khwaja Moiuddin Chisty popularly known as Dargah 
Khwaja Saheb. Aimer the Dargah Khwaja Saheb Act was 
passed by the Parliament in 1955. As per provisions of the 
Act. the Dargah endowment includes 

(a) Dargah Khwaja Saheb, Ajmer, 

(b> All buildings and movable property within the 
botmdfcriw of' Dargah Sharif. 
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(c) Dargah Jagir including all land, houses, shops and 
movable property wherever situated, belonging to 

Dargah Sharif, 

(d) All other property and all income derived from 
any source dedicated to the Dargah or placed in 
any religious, pious or charitable place under the 
Dargah administration including the Jagirdari villages 
or Horkran and Krishanpura in Ajmer and 

(e) All such ‘Nazar’ and offerings as are received on 
behalf of the Dargah by the Nazim or any other per¬ 
son authorised by him, 

1.2 The administration, control and management of the 
Dargah endowment is vested in a Comittce, the Dargah 
Committee, Ajmer. The Commit^e, exercises its functions 
through the Nazim appointed by the Central Government in 
consultation with the Committee. The Nazim is the Chief 
Executive Officer of the Dargah administration who also acts 
as Secretary of the Committee. 

1.3 Section 19(2) of the Act, ibid envisages that the 
Committee shall every year prepare u report on the admi¬ 
nistration of the Dargah, which together with accounts of 
the Dargah and the report of the auditor thereon, shall be 
published in the official gazette. The report for the year 
1992-93 is yet to be published, 

1.4 Under section 19(1) of the Act, ibid, the accounts of 
the Dargah are required to be audited every year by such 
person and in such manner as the Central Government may 
direct. The Central Government has entrusted the audit to 
the Comptroller and Auditor General of India under the 
provisions of section 20(i) of the Comptroller and Auditor 
General’s (Duties, Powers and Conditions of Services I Act. 
1971.

2. Cosily items contained in the Tosha Khanas not account¬ 
ed for in the Balance Sheet. 

A mention was made in para 4, 2 and 2 of the Audit 
Report for the year 1989-90, 1990-91 and 1991-92 respec- 
lively that vm.ous costly items of Gold, Silver and Jewellery 
placed :n the three Tosha Khanas and in the Qumbad 
Sharif of the Dargah, had not been accounted for and ex¬ 
hibited in the accounts of the Dargah Khwaja Saheb. It 
was intimated (January 1994) by the Nazim that one Tosha 
Khana was opened in 1969 but a list of articles could not 
be pie.p:ued. This Tosha Khan? has seven locks of seven 
Khaduns of Khwaja Saheb. The second Tosha Khana has 
two locks of two Anjumans. The third Tosha Khana is 
opened daily by the Etaridaran to take or restore articles of 
daily use. The Nazim had further stated that Dargah Com¬ 
mittee had been trying their bast to have a control over then© 
Tosha Khanas since 1969 but had not met with any success 
“o far. Tim articles contained in these Tosha Khana© and 
their values could not be assessed and taken in the balance 
sheet be. tuse the. Dargah Committee do not have physical 
control and custody of these Tosha Khanas. Similarly 
various cos ly articls kept! in the Gumbad Sharif have 
also no 1 been accounted for in the balance sheet due to the 
aforesaid reasons. 


The N izim int mated (March 1994) that the matter will 
he discussed in the Dargah Committee meeting to be held 
in the month of Match, 1994. No further intimation has 
been lecelvcd (Second Week of April, 1994) even after ex¬ 
piry of stipcla cd month of meeting.
